Columbus, Sept. 5.— "K eep all grain 
out of barns" is tiie w arning issued to 
Ohio farm ers today by S ta te Fire Mar 
-hal Fleming. 
He calls attention to 
the prevalence of Incendi&rist» who 
are sym pathizer« of G erm any a n d to 
the danger of fire due to light mug, 
-»inkers’ t arelessness, an d tram ps. 
"A meria is now the war-time w orld’s 
granery 
and if fire 
consum es 
our 
grains now the supply cannot be re - 1 
newed until next y e a r’s h arv est,’’ d e­ 
clared Fleming. 
"Above all, we m u s t | 
watch our harvested 
grain 
supply 
like hawks. 
If th at is 
destroyed, we 
are a badly beaten nation.” 


T h e nation wide loss of foodstuffs 
by fire since April has been appall 
ing, Fleming said, the loss in bushel» 
reaching into the millions. 
In one 
fiie 300,9hU pounds of grass seed was 
destroyed. 
Fleming uiges that g ra in 
be stc ed in fireproof 
graneries, if 
possinie. 
He lore harvest tim e this year 
in 
Ohio a loss of $2tK),ot>0 was sustained 
by reason di a dozen tires breaking 
out 
in grain elevators.
